THE birth of a huge iceberg, a phe- 
nomenon that has been seen only once 
or twice by a European, and to a cer- 
tain extent has remained a matter of 
theory, was observed by the Danish ex- 
plorers on the east coast of Greenland 
last summer. The bergs are formed 
by breaking off from the end of gla- 
ciers extending from the perpetual ice 
of the unexplored interior to the coast- 
and into the sea. The water buoys up 
the se«k end of the glacier until it 
breaks by its own weight with a noise 
that sounds like loud thunder miles 
away. The commotion of the water, 
as the iceberg turns over and over in 
the effort to attain its balance, is felt 
to a great distance along the coast. 
The natives regard it as the work of 
the evil spirits, and believe that to 
look upon the glacier in its throes is 
death. The Danish officers, when ob- 
serving the breaking off of the end of 
the great glacier Puissortok through 
their telescopes, were roughly ordered 
by the Esquimau escort, usually sub- 
missive enough, to follow their example 
and turn their backs on the interesting 
scene. 
They had happily completed 
their observations, and avoided an em- 
barrassing conflict witn their crew by 
a seeming compliance with the order.

THE tjirth of a huge iceoerg, a phe- 


nomenon that has been t-e«n only once 
or twice by a European, and to a cer- 
tain extent has rerna ned a matter of 
theory, was observed by the Danish ei- 
plorer* on the eant coast of Greenland 
last summer. The tergt are formed 
by breaking; off from the end of gla- 
ciers extending from the perpetual ioe 
of the unexplored interior to the coast 
and into the sea. Tbe water bnoys up 
the §*• end of tbe glacier until it 
breaks by its own wetpht with a noise 
that sounds like loud thunder miles 
away. The ctmmotion of the water, 
aa the iceberg turns over and over in 
i 


the effort to attain it* balance, is felt 
;o a great distance along the coast. 
The natives regard it M the work of 
the evil spirits, and believe that to 
look upon the glacier in its throe* is 
death. The Danish officers, when ob- 
serving the breaking off of the end of 
the irrt*at glacier Pui»sortok through 
their telescopes, were roughly ordered 
by tht Ksjuimau eacort. usually sub- 
missive enough, to follow their example 
anJ turn their back* on the interesting 
scene. They had happily completed 
their otrttr rat ions, and avoided an em- 
barrassing conflict with the:r crew br 
a teeming compliance with the order.
